It also mean.a that you can now go to laii for refusing to 
testify. The two women still refused to testify and were suhse 
quently Jailed on contempt of court charges.

Kentucky Six gav student 4 dive women 1 mfuseri to assist the 
FBI investigation by dech-i ng fofestifv before th*" federal cT-ind 
jury convened there. They ten were jailed on contempt charges. 
Their attorney, const it utioviai lawyer ftobert Sedler. believes bts 
clienU have little ch.iti< e of winning the apjieai that ne is 
prenentiy entenng into the I' S Sixth f'ircuit r.jiirt of .^ppeal.s. 
"I think the FHl n>.stlv hK'iieces there is this huge leshinn un¬ 
derground responsible for hiding fugitives", he said in a 
telephtme (sinversatii n with MU. '■ The grand jury w acting as an 
inveatigative arm tif the FHl. . .and ailough this is an out-

Search Reaches New York 

While many lesbians and feminists were lust liecoming aware 
oT the existence of this person Su.'ian base. New Y'lrk City 
lesbians and feminists were just liecnming aware of the existence 
of a grand jury just convened here, apparently to invesug.ite the 
hathonng of fugitives. 

To date, only .lane Alpert end .lohn Hughev have been sub 
poenaed, Alpert, Hughey, Patricia Swmtcwi, and Sam .\leUiite 
were all indicted in llf69 as co-conspirators in an aficnun to 
bomb government property. Aifiert jumped hail. .'^■*irv,i-i* went 
unvlerground, Hughey served 2' i years, and Melville w,ih killed 
in Attica while serving a year .sentence. Jane Alfiert sur 
rentii red to authorilii?a la.st NovemlMT and is presently servioi! a 
27 month senlence. .She will be eligible for paroie in seven 
months. Swinton was arrested in Vermont last month and is 
currently out on bail, waiting for her trial which is scheduled to 
liegin in May. 

AlNiijgh C.S. Attomev Paul Curran’s comments (stating (hat 
Alpert had cnojjerated fully with the govemmeu:i wer- the 
source of much contmversy in the feminist end leO movements, 
recent ‘‘I’eciilation ha.s focu^i'd more on Alpert s safety while in 
prison.
